It was pretly generally understood
that the decision of Judge Barker in
ihe contest begun by the “fauke” pri-
mary nominees against the certificate
of nomination filed by the party organ-
ization declaring Manasses Shoemaker
and Ephraim Coleman the Republican
nominees for the offices of Poor Direct-
or and Jury Commissioner respectively,
wouald be announced oun Monday, and
there was some slight disappointment
that it was not.

Hawrsvitre, Ky, Sept. 20 —Raymond |
Bushirod, the negro who sssaulted Mag-
gie Roberts, 14 years old, near Patrl yos-
terday, beat her with an lron coupling pin
and left ber on the raiirond grade to die,
was lynched here this afternoon.  Afler
he had committed the erime he made an
attempt to cross the river into Indiana
at Tell City, but every boat for 20 miles
was watchod. He was captured at Ful-
ton, four miles from Petri, by four men,
who brought him to Hawesville and sur-
rendered him to the jailor. The officers
heard that a mob was in search of the ne-
groand hid him inagraveyard till morn-
gz, when he wastaken to thejail, Early
this morning 50 people gathered in town,
and as the ramor was started that militis
bad been summoned sentries were placed
.on the hill to give warning of their ap-
proach. Inthe aflernocon the mob was
made to believe that Bushrod had es-
enped, and most of the crowd started to
pursue him. Boata few of the mob were
left on guard st the jail, and they discov-
eredd an attempt of the officers 1o take
him away. The majority ofthe lynchers
were quickly summoned back and Bush-
rod was violently torn from the officers,

At 5 o'clock he was marched to the
court house square and swung to the limb
of a big tree.  He was allowed the oppor-
tunity to confess and offer a prayer. The
county officials did whal they could for
the prisoner's protection, but public
opinion was too well defined. Judge
Adair advised with Cirenit Jodge Owen
by telephons, bat nothing practical came
of it. Afer the lypching the mob's
leader, an Indians man, made a little
talk, in which he pointed to the corpse,
saving: “Here's the protection we offer
our wives and daughters,”

During the lynching not less than 200
women were on the hill overlooking the
public square and when the negro’s form
went up chesrs upon top of cheers trom
them rent the sir.  In fiset, the women
guve & double reassurance to the ones en-
gaged that the proper punishment was
being meted out. In the march to the
place of lynching it was alimost impossible
to prevent his being killed by infariated
men. Twice was Bashrod knocked down,
and it is believed by some that he was
unoonscious when strung ap.

Coroner Mitchell summoned a jury,
which redurned s verdiet that Bushrod
died a2 the hands of unkpown persous.
There are four churches within a stone’s
throw of the seone,
